The Dutch invaded the northeast coast of Brazil in 1630 with the 
intention of establishing a colonial presence in South America. For 
the initial 2 years, the Dutch remained cornered in “Fort Orange’ 
and under constant attack by the Portuguese. The GWC, a company 
created by the Dutch to “manage” their operations in Pernambuco, 
was considering abandoning Brazil all together when in 1632 when 
the Portuguese commander, Domingos Ferreira Calabar defected 
from the Portuguese army and joined the Dutch. With Calabar, the 
Dutch expanded their position north of Pernambuco adding several 
important towns on their way. 

The Dutch troops consisted mostly of mercenary soldiers that 
no other purpose for fighting than money. At this time, mostly 
Hispanic American and Portuguese coins circulated Dutch Brazil. 
The Dutch brought their own money, the Guilder, which by the 
mid 1640’s was extremely scarce and when the galleon “Zeeland” 
ported in the city of Recife, with gold from the Dutch post in 
Guinee, Africa, the GWC took a “share” of the precious metal. 
The company was near a desperate state, constantly cornered and 
under attack, and used the gold taken from the “Zeeland” to strike 
in September of 1645, three denominations; 3, 6 and 12 Guilders. 
There are no records of the exact numbers of coins that were struck 
in 1645 but scholars estimate between 1500 and 2000 of each 
denomination. The important fact is that coins struck in Brazil 
were not legal tender in Holland and any coins coming back to 
Europe had to be exchanged for Dutch Guilders (and this is why 
the Brazilian issue was referred to as the Brazilian Ducat) and sub- 
sequently were melted. In the colony, any Portuguese or Brazilian 
found with a Dutch coin ran the risk of being considered a traitor 
and hanged. So any coins staying behind in Brazil would have been 
melted after 1654 after the Dutch were finally ousted from South 
America. The fact is that very few coins remain of both dates and 
all three denominations. Our best estimate would be around 50-60 
pieces all together and a great number in museum collections. It is a 
great privilege to offer the complete set of the 1646 Brazilian Ducats.

Its 
creation was certainly of an emergency nature, but it came too late 
for the German campaign: the Belgian general Charles Tombeur 
captured the city on September 19, 1916, after which it was occu- 
pied by British and Belgian troops. The elephant depicted before 
Mount Kilimanjaro may be intended to represent the legendary 
150-year-old giant first seen in the 1870s by the most famous of all 
British hunters, who was killed trying to take it as a trophy. This 
coin is certainly a fine memento of its times!

A really spectacular example of the currency issue, wonderfully 
preserved but, more importantly, glowing with much original mint red luster. Only a few pieces are known with more than a hint of red. This 
wonderful twopence does not possess the usually seen satiny texture to the metal, but rather the luster is “hard” or somewhat reflective, prob- 
ably indicating that it was an early strike from fresh dies. In fact, there is nothing that is not “fresh” about this awesome coin. There are a few 
scattered small marks, but even these tiny nicks are indications of how original this coin is: each depression in the soft copper shows red luster, 
meaning that these abrasions probably happened inside the mint, at the time of manufacture. The strike is also deeply detailed, a testament to 
the ingenuity of Boulton and Watt’s manufactory: the Royal Mint had been unable to make copper coins, with any regularity, that were evenly 
struck, well centered, or difficult to copy by counterfeiters. As a result, England was plagued by fake halfpennies during the middle and late years 
of the 18th century. Something needed to be done to address this distressing problem. Mint officials in the 1790s sought a source for making 
better subsidiary, or copper, coins. The Soho Mint at Birmingham took up the challenge of solving these technical dilemmas, won the contract 
with the Royal Mint, and here, in their biggest coin, the success of their ingenuity is shown off to best advantage. It was the end of counterfeit- 
ing in Great Britain when these coins appeared! Nobody else outside of the Soho Mint could replicate the new coppers, they were so well made, 
with a depth of detail and such anti-counterfeiting and anti-shaving devices as the broad rims and super-sharp, squared edges that copying them 
became impossible. The new copper coinage was a spectacular success. A new era in coinage history began when it appeared. Here, a tiny, 2mm- 
long roller-produced depression to the right of the king’s nose, in the field, serves to forever identify this specimen; it, too, is another indication 
of this coin being an early striking, minted before every last technical detail of the then-new method of coining was ironed out, before these 
coins were pounded out for commercial use. And commercial use they got: the much-loved cartwheel two-penny coin was used for decades, for 
over a century in fact, for all sorts of ordinary needs in commerce, and a favored coin for car-fare; a familiar story tells of them being shoveled 
out of collection boxes in buses even during the late 19th century. Their solid intrinsic value and their popularity with the British public meant, 
however, that almost all of these coins got used for the purpose intended: commercial circulation, “small change” that was anything but small in 
the pocket, a coin that was easy to keep track of, and even popular to flip so as to decide arguments. Imagine Victorian children stacking them 
high to see how big a stack could be made before they tumbled! Think of these heavy coins being dropped onto pavements, being bruised again 
and again. Today, thousands still exist, they remain popular mementoes of their era, but almost all are considerably banged up, the best survi- 
vors perhaps reaching the technical level of about MS62-63 Brown. A very choice brownish coin is really scarce. A coin with a little red is rare. A 
choice coin with a little red is even rarer. But a gem coin — fully Mint State — with reflective surfaces, and showing real mint red luster, is genu- 
inely rare. Not just “rare” as in expensive and seldom seen, but “rare” in the sense that it is almost impossible to find, at any price. Here indeed is a 
glorious twopence, still glowing with mint red luster much as it was in 1797 — two hundred and fourteen years ago — in another age, long gone, 
but preciously remembered.

Coronation Set issues of this year, graded as follows by NGC: 
Farthing, $3950, “W.W.” raised, PF63 BN, bronzed, some dap- 
pling, long obverse strike-through (of a piece of wire) to left of 
the queen’s throat; Halfpenny, $3949, “W:W.” incuse, PF64 BN, 
bronzed, a handsome piece; and Penny, $3948, “W.W.” incuse, 
PF63 BN, bronzed, partial old fingerprint in left lower obverse 
field but still a choice piece. Arguments frequently ensue among 
numismatists when discussing these pieces, as to whether they 
are copper or bronzed copper, opinions depending in many cases 
on how coppery each coin looks. Truth is, the bronzing process 
is not well understood and is today a lost art, in which a bronz- 
ing powder (developed by Matthew Boulton at the Soho Mint) 
was applied to the copper blank going into the proofing dies. As 
a consequence, the bronze coatings vary in depth, some being so 
thick that no semblance of the copper beneath shows, others being 
more delicate, allowing for glimmering mirrors to shine through. 
The present pieces are of the latter type, lightly bronzed. Students 
of this period or of these particular coins should also study Peck 
carefully, for considerable variety occurs among the dies used. As 
an example, on the Halfpenny in this lot, the “WW?” is not divided 
as it normally is by periods or single dots, as the first “stop” is in 
fact a colon; also, the date punch used on the Farthing produced a 
very deep set of digits — just two numismatic details worth inves- 
tigating about these handsome coppers, straight out of the first 
years of the long Victorian era. SCBC catalogue value for the three 
in FDC is £1,850, or about $3,000.

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Extraordinary Bonomi Pattern! 





24224 Victoria pattern Bonomi Crown in white metal 1837, ESC322, L&S14, struck in “hard white metal,” or tin, plain edge with tiny incuse capital 


“T” (for Thomas, most likely) and, on opposite side of edge, tiny incuse number “1”, MS65 NGC, a stunning example, among the finest known, 
with gorgeous silvery bright gray surfaces, brilliant within the incuse design portions, the raised surface areas pebbly “frosted gray” and virtu- 
ally as struck. ESC notes that the plain edge pieces struck in silver were numbered from 1 to 150 on the edge, that some copper and tin pieces are 
also numbered (without comment on how many of each are numbered), and that other pieces in various metals were plain edged or reeded edged 
(milled) but not numbered. The facts are a bit vague. The Bonomi patterns are indeed a web of fact and fiction, and are misunderstood by many. 
These famous pieces bear a Greco-Roman-Egyptian inspired design, the diademed portrait of Victoria, her hair in a coil, facing left looking 
considerably like an Egyptian princess. In 1837, Victoria was still a princess for months before the crown passed to her upon the demise of her 
uncle, King William IV. She was 18 years old at the time. Linecar & Stone cite the research of Capt. Pridmore in their book on patterns (page 76), 
where the proceedings of the Numismatic Society of London’s meeting of November 16, 1837, took up the topic of this pattern style. Evidently 
the incuse method eventually employed in the manufacture of these pieces was the main topic, the intention being to seek to lengthen the life of 
the coinage by holding back obliteration, or wear from use. Hence the incuse style. Joseph Bonomi, gentleman, was a traveler in Egypt and an 
antiquary. The proceedings mention that Bonomi had designed what he called a medallion in “incavo-relievo” style which would “defy injury” 
and long maintain the queen’s image for a national coinage. Bonomi’s design was described in the proceedings as showing the queen wearing a 
tiara on which appeared the royal “Uraeus” of the pharaohs, and that the surrounding stars of the borders represented the Egyptian emblem of 
the heavens. The idea of encircling or protecting was an ancient one. The date of 1837 was meant to represent Victoria’s age at her accession. On 
the reverse, Britannia appears standing (not seated, as was tradition), represented as the Greco-Roman goddess Minerva and holding Victory in 
her hand. Finally, the proceedings stated that the reverse inscription, or legend as we call it today, combines the name of a celebrated Egyptian 
queen with that of the British queen, and includes national emblems. The design for this so-called medallion was never submitted to the Crown 
for consideration as a coin, and for decades virtually nothing was known about this piece, now avidly collected as an unofficial pattern coin. In 
the past it has been dismissed as “numismatic junk” and called a medal; for decades it was not well understood, and rarely appeared for sale until 
the 20th century. However, in May 1893 an advertisement appeared in a publication in England called “Numismatology” which at last provided 
some facts about the issuance of the now-famous Bonomi crowns. The advertisement revealed that the die-sinker was none other than the well- 
known Pinches firm, which in the same year coined a number of pieces in gold, silver, bronze, copper, tin and aluminum. Back in 1837, Joseph 
Bonomi had sent only a cast of his proposed crown to the Numismatic Society. He had not struck any examples. On the cast, Britannia is not 
shown holding the long trident that appears on the struck pieces. The Pinches pieces were engraved using the cast as the model but added the 
trident, and also changed the original larger, elongated stars of the borders to small, uniform-sized stars. The 1893 advertisement offered the 
struck silver pieces for 21 shillings apiece, and included information (some of it nothing but imaginative advertising, for the purposes of selling 
the coins) indicating that the date of manufacture was 1893 and that all were produced under the auspices of J. Rochelle Thomas. Thus we know 
that Thomas engaged the Pinches firm to engrave the dies and to coin the pieces, which in their incuse state faithfully carried out the idea of 
the inventor, to use Thomas’s own words. The designs were sunk below the surface, a style never before used and in fact not used again until the 
early 20th century on certain U.S. gold coins. In his advertisement, Thomas stated that 10 pieces were struck in white metal. He described his 
own product as being “specimen proofs,” here graded as Mint State. He further stated that the total mintage, in all metals, was 196 pieces. Linecar 
& Stone, and Capt. Pridmore, believed that additional pieces were also made to order shortly after the 1893 advertisement appeared. They con- 
cluded that the pieces made in tin, or white metal, were limited to 10 with plain edges numbered 1 through 10.

The “medal rota- 
tion” die orientation, on the other hand, possibly indicates special 
pieces which may have been presentation items, made in or close 
to 1839. Such pieces exist for both the sovereign and the half-sov- 
ereign.

A Wonderful Ansell Sovereign! 





24235 Victoria gold “Ansell” Sovereign 1859, Young Head, $3852E, Marsh-42A (R4: estimated 15-25 known)), AU55 PCGS, a really exceptional and 
also beautiful example of the so-called brittle sovereign, here showing almost full luster, satiny in quality, just a slight rub on the portrait, sharp 
in strike with the portrait just delightful and the royal shield very well detailed, all glowing with a bright orange-gold toning. In fact, this beauty 
appears to be finer than the plate coin in Michael Marsh’s study of the gold sovereign. The extra line on the queen’s hair fillet is bold. The entire 
obverse legend is ghosted, most dramatically on the date and the queen’s name. A short diebreak transects the first digit of the date; another 
appears midway between the monarch’s name and DEI and drops vertically, fading through the middle of Victoria’s cheek; a third runs from the 
rim in between the “T” and “A” of GRATIA. The classic date engraving on this issue shows the “5” lacking the left vertical. On the reverse, the 
final proof that this is an Ansell sovereign is the blundered “F” in DEF at the end of the legend, where a second full letter sets above the in-line 
“F”, touching the rim beading. As well, the “D” in this word is placed over a partly visible, slanted “D” beneath it. These features can be seen on 
the plate coin shown in Marsh’s study, on page 55, plate 16. This rarity takes its name from George Frederick Ansell, who worked at the Royal 
Mint during this period, apparently in the smelting room, where in this year he asked permission to use a quantity of gold that came into the mint 
but was assayed and found to contain enough antimony, arsenic and lead that it was deemed, at first, to be unusable for coinage. Ansell received 
permission to work the gold specie chemically, and economically made it usable. In order to dispel the initial opinion of the mint master that 
the trace metals in the specie might make it too brittle for coining, Ansell had the extra line added to the queen’s hair fillet so that his sovereigns 
might be identified and tested. They were duly tested and were found to be fully fit for commerce, not at all brittle, and thus were released into 
commercial use. It is not known exactly when they were first called “brittle” by numismatists, or possibly they were so called in jest by Ansell. 
Nor were these coins noticed for many years by collectors, so that, by the time they were recognized, most had perished and the remaining known 
pieces mostly show years of commercial wear. The specimen offered in this lot is really an exception to the rule, a first-class example of this now- 
famous rarity, and very desirable as such. In the numerical grade assigned by the slabbing company, AU55, this coin should easily merit the value 
given for “EF” in the SCBC, which is £4,500 (about $7,250). No value is given for an Unc example.

This coin is a famous type featuring an elephant, the animal used 
by the great general Hannibal Barca to bring the Second Punic 
War over the Alps and into Rome’s backyard, and a mysterious 
and quite distinctive laureate head. The head has been variously 
described in the literature as a depiction of Herakles-Melgart, a 
Semitic deity inherited by the Carthaginians from their Tyrian 
mother city, or Hannibal in the guise of the god. Modern scholar- 
ship, which tends to be suspicious of early claims to see portraits 
in images of gods tends to interpret the head as that of Herakles- 
Melgart. However, the distinct physiognomy of the nose and other 
facial features, as well as the sideburns, seem to suggest an attempt 
at portraiture. In such a case it is difficult to avoid the possibility 
that Hannibal is actually depicted here - remarkable considering 
that no other portraits of the great Carthaginian general survive 
from his lifetime.

This and the preceding coin were both tentatively assigned by E. 
S. G. Robinson to an uncertain mint in Spain, probably located at 
Gades (op. cit. pp. 43-5), and dated to 209 BC. In light of both the 
Enna hoard, which contained several examples, and an additional 
hoard from Campania, both Jenkins (SNG Copenhagen) and 
Villaronga (Gaceta Numismatica 40 [March 1976]: 15-6) reat- 
tributed them to the period of the Punic expedition to Sicily of 
213-210 BC. There still remains the question of mint, however, 
with the fixed 12 h die-axis strongly indicating Carthage as 
opposed to a Siculo-Punic mint of the time.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaios was the illegitimate son of Philip 
II, king of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer named Philinna. 
According to Plutarch, a poisoning attempt by Philip’s jealous wife 
Olympias left Arrhidaios mentally retarded and subject to epilep- 
tic fits. His half-brother Alexander III the Great apparently was 
quite fond of him and took him on all of his campaigns, although 
this was also a way of making sure he did not become a political 
pawn back in Macedon. When Alexander died in Babylon in June, 
323 BC, the army split into rival factions, one of which wanted to 
name Arrhidaios as king, the other supporting Alexander’s as-yet 
unborn son by the Afghan princess Roxanne. A council of gener- 
als met and hammered out a compromise by which Arrhidaios 
would be crowned as Philip III, and would reign jointly with 
the infant Alexander IV. However, neither had any real power, 
this being held by a succession of regents, all Macedonian gener- 
als, including Perdiccas, Antipater, and Polyperchon. The new 
king proved as compliant and simple-minded as the generals 
had hoped, but in 320 BC, Arrhidaios married a niece of Philip 
Il’s, Eurydice, who had enough ambition for the both of them. 
Eurydice involved herself fully in the complex and deadly politics 
of the Diadochi, although she all too frequently chose the losing 
side. In 317 BC, she threw her support behind Kassander’s suc- 
cessful bid to replace Polyperchon as regent. Kassander, in turn, 
left her and Arrhidaios in charge of Macedon while he went on 
campaign in Asia. Polyperchon, however, joined forces with 
Alexander’s mother Olympias and invaded Macedon. Eurydice 
and Philip raised an army to oppose them, but their soldiers 
refused to fight against the mother of Alexander and defected en 
masse. Arrhidaios and Eurydice were captured and thrown into 
a tiny, freezing dungeon. The couple’s plight aroused sympathy 
among the soldiers, and Olympias finally ordered Arrhidaios to be 
executed and compelled Eurydice to commit suicide. Kassander 
soon returned to power and ordered the couple to be buried with 
the pomp befitting a king and queen of Macedon. A scholarly 
minority holds that the royal tomb discovered in Verginia in 1977, 
usually held to be that of Philip IJ, actually belongs to his unfortu- 
nate son Philip II Arrhidaios.

Lykkeios was a Paeonian king who appears to have ruled as a 
vassal of Philip II of Macedon.

An attractive example of the early tetradrachms of Athens that 
evolved into the paramount international trade coinage of the 
eastern Mediterranean world.

These pieces were first struck under Ptolemy II (282-246 BC), a 
brilliant ruler who built the famous Library of Alexandria and 
towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 BC he married his sister, 
the beautiful and ambitious ArsinGe, in the manner of the old 
Egyptian pharaohs. While the marriage scandalized the Greeks, 
Ptolemy declared that he and his sister were gods, and not 
subject to the taboos of mere mortals. To mark the occasion, he 
introduced the largest gold denomination yet seen in the Greek 
world, the mnaieion, so called because it was worth one mina 
(100 drachms) of silver, an enormous sum in ancient times. The 
typology of this dynastic gold issue celebrates the divine status of 
the deceased Ptolemy I and his wife, Berenike I, and by allusion, 
the divine status of the living sibling gods, Ptolemy II and his 
sister-wife ArsinGe II, as well.

The Ptolemaic dynasty’s most warlike ruler, Ptolemy III Euergetes 
(246-222 BC) launched a massive invasion of the neighboring 
Seleukid Kingdom of Syria shortly after gaining the throne. Easily 
crushing all resistance, he even reached Babylon, where he pro- 
claimed himself King of Kings. For a heady moment, Ptolemy 
III seemed to have gathered almost all of Alexander the Great's 
vast empire into his own hands. But instead of trying to step 
into Alexander’s shoes, he wisely imposed severe terms on the 
Seleukids, annexed Palestine and Phoenicia, and returned to a 
rapturous welcome in Alexandria. Ptolemy III’s powerful por- 
trait appears on gold mnaieions struck by his son, Ptolemy IV 
Philopator, who succeeded him in 221 BC. The great conqueror 
appears almost bloated; while likely an accurate portrait, his 
well-fed appearance is also visual shorthand for Egypt’s bountiful 
abundance. Ptolemy III also sports an array of godly attributes, 
including the rayed crown of Helios, the trident of Poseidon, and 
the aegis of Zeus. The reverse depicts a cornucopia, again symbol- 
izing the plenty of Egypt.

The reign of Ptolemy V, who became king at the age of six, 
ushered in a period of great difficulty for the Ptolemaic kingdom. 
Realizing that Ptolemy and his advisors were ineffectual, Philip 
V of Macedon and the Seleukid king, Antiochos III, entered into 
a pact to carve up the Ptolemaic dominions outside of Egypt. 
Additionally, there were native revolts under the leadership of 
secessionist pharaohs of Upper Egypt, as is recorded on the 
famous Rosetta Stone. Numismatically the most notable develop- 
ment of the reign is Ptolemy V’s use of his own portrait on his 
tetradrachms, temporarily replacing of the monotonous but tradi- 
tional portrait of Ptolemy I.

Ptolemy XII, known by his derisive nickname Auletes (“flute 
player”), was a weak and self-indulgent ruler, but somehow 
managed to hold power for 25 tumultuous years, excluding a 
three-year period of exile in Rome between his two reigns (80-58 
BC and 55-51 BC). His nickname derives from his love of music 
and his chubby cheeks, which resembled those of a pan-pipes 
player. Strangely, his very weakness and indebtedness to Rome 
became a factor in his longevity in power, since the Romans found 
it prudent to prop up his regime to ensure his continuing repay- 
ment of his enormous loans. An illegitimate son of Ptolemy IX 
Soter, he is most famous for being the father of Cleopatra VII, 
the last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt and a much more forceful and 
dynamic person than her father.

The moneyer is thought to be a descendant of M. Aburius, who 
was tribune of the plebs in 187 BC.

This coin was struck to support the military cause of the Italian 
allies (socii in Latin) during the Social War of 99-88 BC. The 
conflict developed out of dissatisfaction amongst the twelve allied 
Italian peoples, who served in the Roman armies but did not enjoy 
equal compensation in terms of political rights and compensa- 
tion in booty and land. Thanks in large part to the general (later 
dictator), L. Cornelius Sulla, this revolt was ultimately crushed, 
although in order to avoid future trouble in Italy revisions to 
Roman policy soon followed. The coinage of the Italian allies 
regularly employed propagandistic types: here Italia is depicted 
along with a victorious Italian soldier standing on the leg of a 
recumbent bull, evidently symbolizing a defeated Rome.

Introduced as part of the currency reform of 211 BC, the silver 
quinarius was initially tariffed at one half of a denarius and five 
copper asses. Along with the silver sestertius, it ceased to be regu- 
larly minted after about 208 BC and was struck only sporadically 
thereafter. The periodic strikings that did occur were intended 
to facilitate trade with the Celtic tribes in Gaul and Britain, who 
seemed to appreciate the coin’s small size and even struck their 
own imitations of Roman quinarii. The issue of L. Piso Frugi in 
90 BC complemented that moneyer’s enormous output of denarii, 
which helped finance the Social Wars raging in Italy.

This remarkable denarius, issued by Marcus Junius Brutus while 
serving his first important magistracy as moneyer, proved eerily 
prescient as to the future course of his career.

Ahala’s 
fame rested on the contention that, in 439 BC, he murdered the 
dictator Spurius Maelius, whom many accused of plotting to 
become king of Rome. Opposition to tyranny and “justifiable 
homicide” thus were Brutus’ birthright, and it seems almost 
inevitable that he would be drawn into the conspiracy to assas- 
sinate another supposed would-be king, Julius Caesar, in 44 BC.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of 
placing the ruler’s portrait on the coinage of the realm, much as 
they rejected the concept of kingship altogether. So early in 44 BC, 
many Romans must have been stunned to see the image of Julius 
Caesar, recently appointed “perpetual dictator,” appear on newly 
struck silver denarii. Like a profusion of other honors and titles, 
the right to place his image on coins had been bestowed on Caesar 
by the Roman Senate. Caesar’s enemies may have had an ulterior 
motive in approving the honor, as it almost certainly would fuel the 
growing suspicion that Caesar intended to name himself king of 
Rome. If this was the intent, it succeeded, for within three months 
a conspiracy had been formed and Caesar was duly assassinated at 
a meeting of the Senate on March 15, 44 BC. This silver denarius 
carries a startlingly realistic, warts-and-all portrait of Caesar on 
the obverse and the image of the dictator’s patron goddess, Venus, 
on the reverse. Within a few years, even Caesar's assassins had no 
compunction about putting their portraits on their coins.

This coin advertises the naval power of Sextus Pompey, the son of 
Pompey the Great, who turned to piracy during the Civil Wars. 
In 39 BC, he made a truce with Octavian and Antony, assuming 
the official title “Prefect of the Fleet and the Shores of the Sea” 
but essentially operated a pirate fleet from bases in Sicily. By 37

naval trophy consisting of a trident, anchor, armor, and aplustre.

This remarkable coin type clearly illustrates the extent of 
Cleopatra’s influence over Antony in the years following the 
failure of his invasion of Parthia. The appearance on a Roman 
coin of the portrait and titles of a foreign head of state certain- 
ly represented an unprecedented departure from convention 
and would have provided valuable ammunition for Octavian in 
his propaganda war against the eastern Triumvir. The occasion 
of issue can hardly be other than the celebrated and enigmatic 
“Donations of Alexandria” which took place following Antony’s 
Armenian triumph through the streets of Alexandria in 34 BC 
(the triumph was itself the first time such a procession for a con- 
quering Roman army had been staged anywhere but Rome). 
Silver denarii of this type were certainly issued to the soldiers and 
perhaps to the general populace as well. On the reverse, Antony 
is styled as “conqueror of Armenia,” a title that rings rather 
hollow given the failure of his grand design to conquer Parthia. 
Even more imposing are titles given to Cleopatra on the obverse, 
although the clumsy Latin makes the legend somewhat difficult 
to parse. “Of Cleopatra, Queen of Kings and of her Sons who 
are Kings” seems the most likely interpretation. This is precisely 
the terminology used for the “Donations,” a ceremony at which 
Antony bestowed upon Cleopatra and her sons vast territories 
then under the control of Rome or the hostile state of Parthia.

Gaius Caesar, eldest son of Marcus Agrippa and Augustus’ daugh- 
ter Julia, was born in 20 BC and almost immediately figured into 
his grandfather’s plans for the succession. He and his younger 
brother Lucius were adopted by Augustus in 17 BC and given an 
advanced course in statesmanship from an early age. He assumed 
the Toga Virilis in 5 BC, was hailed as Prince of Youth and admit- 
ted to the Senate. He became Consul at the age of 21 in AD 1, and 
was sent to posting on the Eastern frontier to gain military experi- 
ence. However, he suffered a wound while besieging the Armenian 
town of Artagira in AD 2. At first the wound seemed recoverable, 
but it led to a slow decline in his health and morale. He died 18 
months later in February, AD 4, plunging Augustus into incon- 
solable grief and clearing the path for Tiberius’ accession. 
Although some numismatic scholars have reattributed this 
rare type to Augustus himself, the portrait is clearly not that 
of Augustus as he appeared in 17 BC, about the time this coin 
was struck at an uncertain mint in Roman Achaia or Asia. The 
portrait is that of a pre-adolescent boy, and suggestions that this 
merely represents a “rejuvenated” Augustus are unsupported 
by any real evidence. The type does seem connected to the Ludi 
Saeculares of 17 BC, the year in which Augustus officially adopted 
Gaius and his newborn brother, so identifying the youthful por- 
trait as that of the newly named successor remains the most 
plausible attribution.

Gaius Asinius Gallus was one of the most distinguished Romans 
of his day and rose to lofty heights before experiencing a pre- 
cipitous fall. As a close friend of the Emperor Augustus, in 11 
BC he married Vipsania, the daughter of Marcus Agrippa, who 
had previously been married to the emperor’s stepson Tiberius. 
Gallus he served as proconsul of Asia in 6-5 BC and took the 
unusual step of striking small bronze coins bearing his own 
portrait, one of the very few times a non-imperial person- 
age appeared on a coin minted anywhere in the Empire. The 
experiment was not repeated by any future provincial gover- 
nor, indicating it may have been frowned-upon by the Imperial 
government. After the death of Augustus in AD 14, Gallus’ rela- 
tions with the new emperor Tiberius started to sour. In AD 20 
Vipsania died, and Gallus began courting Germanicus’ widow 
Agrippina, further earning Tiberius’ enmity. In AD 30 he was 
formally accused of sedition and placed in solitary confinement, 
where he died of starvation three years later. His descendents by 
Vipsania continued to play an important role in Roman politics 
for decades thereafter, often meeting unsavory ends.

Lucius Aelius Sejanus, Praetorian prefect and Consul, was the 
right-hand man of Tiberius through much of his reign, fulfilling 
much the same role as Marcus Agrippa did for Augustus. Like 
Agrippa, Sejanus was of relatively low birth but rose high through 
his talent for military and administrative duties. Unlike Agrippa, 
he was utterly ruthless and not content to remain in the shadow of 
his imperial patron. As commander of the Praetorian Guard, he 
launched a reign of terror targeting all perceived enemies of the 
regime, including members of the imperial family. When Tiberius 
entered into semi-retirement and withdrew to Capreae in AD 26, 
Sejanus became virtual ruler of Rome. Ultimately, he aspired to 
seize the throne for himself, but was outmaneuvered, deposed and 
executed by Tiberius. A grateful Senate damned his memory. This 
rare coin was struck in Spain during his joint consulship with 
Tiberius in AD 31, a few months before his downfall on October 
18 of that year, and carries his name along with that of Tiberius.

The fair-haired youth of his generation, Germanicus Julius 
Caesar was the son of the great general Nero Claudius Drusus 
and Antonia, the niece of Augustus. Born in 15 BC, his original 
first name is unknown, but was changed to Germanicus after 
his father’s smashing victories beyond the Rhine seemed to have 
brought all Germany under Roman control. A riding accident 
claimed his father when Germanicus was six, and he was raised 
in the household of Augustus, along with the emperor’s grand- 
children of similar age. He took well to schooling and and earned 
widespread admiration for his intellect and oratorical skills. By 
AD 4, all of Augustus’ presumptive heirs from the Julian side of 
his family had died, and Germanicus suddenly found himself 
highly placed in the succession arrangements as the adoptive son 
of Tiberius. He began a Senatorial career, but a military crisis in 
Pannonia called him into legionary service, where his natural sol- 
dierly skill and charisma quickly won the affection of the armies. 
In the aftermath of the Varus disaster of A.D. 9, which undid his 
father’s conquests, Germanicus led a relief column to keep Gaul 
in Roman hands. In the interim, Germanicus married Augustus’ 
granddaughter Agrippina the Elder; the match was based as 
much on love as politics and produced nine children, includ- 
ing the future emperor Gaius ‘Caligula.’ Germanicus became 
consul in AD 12, and when Augustus died two years later, he used 
his popularity with the soldiers to quell a mutiny by the Rhine 
legions against Tiberius. He spent the next two years in the field, 
leading a spectacular punitive expedition against German tribes 
that seemed to restore his father’s conquests. Tiberius, however, 
understood that Rome lacked the manpower to hold Germany and 
called Germanicus back to to Rome, where he staged a magnifi- 
cent triumph in AD 17. Worried about his adoptive son’s surging 
popularity, Tiberius sent him on a long diplomatic mission to the 
East, where he was feted like a visiting king. Along the way, he was 
elected to a second consulship, but quarreled bitterly with Piso, 
the governor of Syria. Arriving at Antioch, Germanicus fell sud- 
denly and mysteriously ill. He suspected Piso or poisoning him or 
subjecting him to a magical curse, but his remedies and counter- 
spells proved unproductive and he died on October 11, AD 19. 
His death plunged all Rome into extravagant grief. To appease a 
suspicious public, Tiberius was forced to put Piso on trial for the 
murder of Germanicus. Though he may well have been acquitted 
for lack of evidence, Piso nevertheless committed suicide.

This denarius, struck early in Nero’s reign, strikingly shows 
his mother Agrippina Junior, widow of the newly deceased and 
deified Claudius, as the dominant force in the imperial govern- 
ment. Not only is her portrait depicted on an equal basis with that 
of her son, her name and titles are placed on the obverse, while 
Nero’s are relegated to the reverse. Within a few months of the 
regime change, Agrippina’s power had been eclipsed by Nero's 
advisors Seneca and Burrus. She never accepted her subordinate 
role and was eventually murdered on the orders of her son in AD 
58.

Otho ruled as emperor for three months during the infamous 
Year of the Four Emperors (AD 69). Appealing to the popular 
memory of the dead Nero, Otho overthrew the military usurper, 
Galba, but then faced the rival claims of Vitellius, who had been 
named emperor by the German legions. His coinage in silver and 
gold (no bronzes were struck at Rome during his reign, although 
there was some output at provincial mints) stresses the themes 
of security, unity and harmony, although his brief 90-day reign 
enjoyed none of these things. Otho marched against Vitellius 
before he had received the full complement of troops from the 
Dalmatian, Pannonian, and Moesian legions that supported him, 
and when he met the forces of Vitellius at Bedriacum, he was 
defeated. In the ensuing panic following the battle, he commit- 
ted suicide. His last words were reportedly, “It is far more just to 
perish one for all, than many for one.”

This denarius type is an iconic symbol of the Roman victory in 
the great Jewish War (AD 66-70) and illustrates the total subjec- 
tion of rebellious Judaea to Rome.

The Emperor Domitian had considerable trouble fathering an 
heir to the imperial throne. His one natural son, whose name is 
unknown, died in infancy ca. A.D. 83. Shortly thereafter he split 
from his wife, Domitia, and although the couple later reconciled, 
no more children were forthcoming. Thus, to secure the Flavian 
Dynasty’s continued grip on power, Domitian adopted his two 
great-nephews in AD 94 or 95 and renamed them Vespasian 
and Domitian. The boys were two of seven children born to 
Domitian’s niece, Flavia Domitilla II, and her husband, Flavius 
Clemens, who was grandson of Vespasian’s brother Flavius 
Sabinus. Thus the boys were of Flavian descent on both sides 
and ideal successors for a childless Flavian emperor. Toward that 
end, they were tutored by the renowned rhetorician Quintillian, 
who also counted Pliny the Younger among his pupils, and each 
was groomed up to take on the role of Caesar. The ages of the 
two new heirs is not now known for certain, but coin portraits of 
Vespasian the Younger seem to depict a boy of about age seven to 
ten. However, the arrangement did not last long and was destined 
to end tragically for all involved. In AD 95, Clemens was named 
Consul, but within a few months he had been officially accused 
of “atheism,” removed from office, and summarily executed. 
His wife Domitilla was charged as well and exiled to the tiny 
island of Pandateria, where Augustus’ daughter Julia had lived out 
most of her last years in isolated misery. The charge of atheism 
as a capitol offense is peculiar, and may indicate the couple had 
been converts to Christianity or Judaism. The fate of the boys 
is unknown, but their youth and innocence is unlikely to have 
spared them from Domitian’s wrath. Domitian did not long 
survive them, and was assassinated in July of AD 96. 


The only coins depicting Vespasian the Younger were struck in 
the city of Smyrna in Ionia, during the boy’s brief ascendancy in 
AD 94/5. The inscription OYECIIACIANOC NEOTEPOC trans- 
lates to “Vespasian the Youngest” and leaves the identity of the 
child depicted on the obverse beyond dispute. The small pieces 
are quite rare today and die studies have shown that only a few 
were struck to begin with.

L. Aelius Verus was adopted as the son and designated succes- 
sor of the emperor Hadrian in AD 136. He was not a particularly 
brilliant choice as he was in ill health and had no military expe- 
rience, although he did have senatorial political connections. 
His lack of any outstanding qualifications led to rumors that he 
was Hadrian’s illegitimate son, but this seems unlikely. He died 
shortly before Hadrian in 138, forcing Hadrian to find another 
heir in the person of Antoninus Pius. Lucius Verus, the son of 
Aelius, was adopted by Antoninus and eventually became co- 
emperor with Marcus Aurelius.

This dynastic denarius depicting Antoninus Pius and Marcus 
Aurelius illustrates the adoptive system of succession employed 
by emperors from Hadrian through Antoninus Pius as a means of 
ensuring a smooth transition of power to individuals prepared for 
rule. Dynastic succession through bloodlines tended to provide 
inexperienced leadership and could lead to civil war. While the 
system worked well for the so-called Adoptive Emperors, it should 
be noted that Nerva, Trajan, Hadrian, and Antoninus Pius all 
lacked sons that survived into adulthood, so the principle that 
adoption of the “best man” should prevail over blood descent 
was never truly tested. In any case, it fell apart under Marcus 
Aurelius when he left the empire to his own son, the unstable 
Commodus. Diocletian (AD 284-305) took another stab at setting 
up a system of imperial succession absent blood descent, but it, 
too, broke down when two of his chosen colleagues favored their 
own natural sons.

Faustina the Younger was royal through and through, being 
respectively the daughter, wife and mother of three Roman 
emperors— Antoninus Pius, Marcus Aurelius and Commodus. 
Yet our biographical knowledge of her is scant, and most contem- 
porary accounts of her character are unflattering. The historians 
Cassius Dio and Aurelius Victor charge her with flagrant adultery 
during the long military campaigns of her husband, Marcus 
Aurelius. She is accused of dallying with soldiers, dockwork- 
ers and gladiators, among others— indeed a strong rumor took 
hold that Commodus was the product of a liaison with a famous 
gladiator. Balanced against these attacks is her husband’s evident 
devotion to her. In his Meditations, Marcus thanks providence 
that he had been “blessed with a wife so obedient, so affectionate, 
so genuine.” Faustina and Marcus also had at least 13 children 
during their 30-year marriage, the demands of which would 
seem to leave little time for outside dalliances. Marcus frequently 
took Faustina with him on his journeys and military campaigns, 
and she was even granted the unprecedented title “Mother of the 
Camp’ (Matris Castrorum). During one such journey, Faustina 
took ill and died in mid AD 175 in small Cappadocian village, 
later named Faustinopolis in her honor. Marcus grieved deeply 
and ordered her deification. This magnificent sestertius, struck to 
mark the occasion, confirms that whatever the truth of her char- 
acter, her beauty was undeniable.

This scarce type seems to a record a military victory and an accla- 
mation of Commodus as Imperator for the eighth time in the year 
AD 192. Yet the Roman frontiers were mainly peaceful during 
Commodus'’ erratic, decadent reign, and he certainly never took 
the field himself in command of the legions. Rebellions were 
put down in Britain and Africa in the 180s, and the Antonine 
Wall, about 70 miles north of Hadrian’s Wall, may have been 
briefly reocuppied during the reign, but there were no attempts 
to expand the Roman frontiers during Commodus’ sole rule— 
indeed, the German conquests of his father Marcus Aurelius 
were summarily abandoned. Commodus’ various acclamations 
as Imperator (victorious general) were all gained at the behest of 
his capable generals, who included the future emperors Pertinax 
and Didius Julianus, or marked the suppression of some perceived 
revolt or conspiracy.

Commodus’ megalomania entered its terminal phase in AD 192. 
Divested of his powerful chamberlain Cleander, he gave full vent 
to his obsession with Hercules and pretensions to godhead. This 
coin of 192 depicts Commodus in the guide of Hercules, wearing 
the skin of the Nemean lion; the reverse legend translates as “To 
the Roman Hercules.” A famous marble portrait busts depicts him 
in the same guise, and he portrayed the demigod during a series 
of spectacles in the Colosseum, where he dispatched hundreds of 
animals in imitation of Hercules’ Twelve Labors. He demanded 
that the senate rename the city of Rome as Colonia Commodiana, 
and ordered that all the months of the year be renamed in his 
honor as well. While the populace seems to have enjoyed these 
antics, the Roman aristocracy was horrified and a conspiracy took 
root over the course of the year that culminated in the emperor's 
assassination on New Year’s Eve, AD 192.

The brief, tragic reign of Helvius Pertinax stands as proof of how 
far talent and hard work could take an individual in the Roman 
world, as well as the dangers of high office. Pertinax began life as 
the son of a freed slave who made a fortune in the lumber busi- 
ness. Given a good education, he first became a school teacher, 
then began a career with the Imperial civil service rather late in 
life. He moved up quickly and soon found himself as a procure- 
ment officer in the Roman army. He won the confidence of the 
Emperor Marcus Aurelius during the Marcommanic War, when 
he took charge of a legion and intercepted a hoard of barbarians 
invading Italy. He was made a senator and heaped with honors, 
including the governorships of Moesia, Dacia, and Syria. He 
retired from public life when Commodus assumed the throne in 
AD 180, but was called back to service a few years later to govern 
the provinces of Britain and Africa, which were growing restive 
under Commodus'’ listless rule. With Commodus descending 
into megalomania, a conspiracy formed and the plotters saw 
the elderly, widely respected Pertinax as the ideal candidate to 
replace him. Whether he was privy to the plot is uncertain, but 
immediately after the murder of Commodus on December 31, 
AD 192, Pertinax went secretly to the Praetorian camp, promised 
the guard a bonus, and was proclaimed emperor. The Senate 
enthusiastically ratified his elevation and he initiated a number 
of popular reforms against the excesses of Commodus, including 
a crackdown on military indiscipline. This, along with his failure 
to pay the promised donative, alienated the Praetorians, who held 
true power in Rome. Although one plot against him was thwarted, 
Pertinax made the mistake of trying to quell another mutiny by 
addressing the guard in person. In the middle of the address, a 
soldier hurled his spear and transfixed him; others finished him 
off and put his head on a pike. Pertinax had ruled all of 66 days, 
and his downfall launched the Roman Empire into a succession of 
devastating civil wars from which it never fully recovered. Due to 
the brevity of his reign, the coinage of Pertinax is quite rare, but of 
unusually high artistic quality.

Didius Julianus ruled for three months during the infamous Year 
of the Five Emperors, having bought the imperial title from the 
Praetorian Guard after the murder of Pertinax for the cool sum of 
25,000 sestertii per man. While the Senate accepted this purchase 
out of fear of the army, the Roman people were displeased with 
this dishonor of the imperial purple and refused to recognize him. 
Recognizing the severity of the situation the generals Pescennius 
Niger, Septimius Severus and Clodius Albinus each had them- 
selves declared emperor and marched on Rome. When the troops 
of Severus reached the city, Julianus found himself completely 
abandoned. He was killed by a palace guardsman while incredu- 
lously asking “What evil have I done? Whom have I killed?”

Little is known about Manlia Scantilla, wife of the short-reigning 
Emperor Didius Julianus. Her name indicates she belonged to the 
influential Manlia gens, and there are hints that her ambition for 
social status at least partly drove her husband’s career. According 
to Dio, following the murder of the Pertinax on March 28, 193 
BC, it was Scantilla that urged him to make a bid for the throne 
himself, whereupon Julianus rushed to the Praetorian camp and 
engaged an the infamous “auction of the empire,” securing the 
throne with a bid of 25,000 sesterces per Praetorian guardsman. 
The Senate reluctantly confirmed the fait accompli, and then took 
the unusual step of conferring upon Julianus’ wife and daughter 
the title of Augusta, or Empress. However qualified he may have 
been, Julianus’ nefarious means of gaining power made him hated 
in Rome. Generals of armies around the Empire were roused to 
action; the nearest of them, Septimius Severus, marched on Rome 
and deposed Julianus after an anxiety-filled reign of only 66 days. 
Julianus was dispatched by one of the same Praetorians who had 
proclaimed him; Scantilla and Didia Clara, however, were spared, 
at least initially. Scantilla is said to have died only a few weeks 
after her husband; Clara’s final fate is unknown.

Clodius Albinus commanded the Roman legions in Britain 
under Commodus, but following his murder and that of Pertinax 
in AD 193, Albinus began to march on Rome in alliance with 
Septimius Severus, who reached the city first and replaced the 
hated Didius Julianus as emperor. In AD 194, Albinus received 
the title of Caesar from Severus and the two shared the consul- 
ship. However, this friendly relationship soon broke down and 
at last in AD 196, Albinus had himself proclaimed Augustus by 
the legions in Britain and Spain in opposition to Severus. Albinus 
lay claim to Gaul with its capital at Lugdunum and successfully 
defeated an army led by Severus’ legate. Subsequently, Septimius 
Severus opposed him with a new army near Lugdunum and won 
a crushing victory. Clodius Albinus was killed in the fighting, but 
Severus vented his rage by ordering the decapitation of his corpse 
as well as of his (living) wife and sons. Lugdunum was punished 
by a thorough sacking.

This rare and remarkable aureus celebrates the Severan campaign 
in Britain, which occupied the last three years of Septimius Severus’ 
life. In AD 208, the aging Severus departed Rome intent on the 
conquest of Scotland, a goal which had eluded the Romans for the 
previous century and a half. He took his sons Caracalla and Geta 
with him, hoping the hard life on campaign might curb their fero- 
cious sibling rivalry. But what was supposed to be a quick victory 
turned into a long, bitter slog, which took its toll on the emperor's 
health. He died at York on February 4, AD 211. He sons quickly 
abandoned Scotland, declared victory and returned to Rome.

Beginning after AD 198, Roman imperial and provincial coinages 
begin to employ dynastic types advertising both the emperor and 
his immediate family. In this year, Septimius Severus elevated his 
eldest son, Caracalla, to the status of Augustus and his younger 
son, Geta, to that of Caesar. The dynastic types were meant to 
publicize the stability of the Severan imperial house and the 
successful end of several years of civil strife. Yet, in a sense it 
was merely a charade. When Severus died leaving his sons as co- 
rulers, it was not long at all before Caracalla murdered his brother 
so that he could rule alone.

Marcus Aurelius Antoninus Severus, better known by the nick- 
name Caracalla after a type of hooded cloak he wore, seized sole 
power in December of AD 211 following the murder of his brother 
and co-ruler, Geta. He is notorious for a bloody purge of Geta’s 
supporters, ineffectual military campaigns against the Alemanni 
and the Parthians, and a major debasement of the Roman coinage 
that saw the introduction of the antoninianus or double denar- 
ius denomination. Despite its cruelty and depravity, his reign 
witnessed the absolute zenith of Roman portraiture. Marble por- 
traits of Caracalla wearing a soul-revealing scowl remain among 
the most compelling pieces of sculpture ever created, and his 
numismatic portraits, including the powerful rendering on this 
dupondius, have never been matched for sheer realism and inten- 
sity.

Together with his father Gordian I, Gordian II holds the record 
for the shortest reign by any “legitimate” Roman emperor— a 
mere 21 days. Their joint reign began as a provincial revolt in 
March of AD 238 against the tyranny of Maximinus I Thrax, a 
brutish soldier who persecuted the Roman upper classes with 
crushing taxation. The 80-year-old Gordian I was then governor 
of Africa, and his son was serving as his lieutenant. When a group 
of African nobles rebelled and murdered the tax agent sent by 
Maximinus, they hailed the elder Gordian as emperor, an honor 
he accepted only reluctantly and on condition that his more vigor- 
ous son be named as well. Laureled dispatches were sent to Rome, 
where the Senate enthusiastically embraced and legitimized the 
revolt by affirming the Gordians as co-emperors, granting them 
both the agnomen Africanus. Maximinus, then on campaign in 
Germany, marshaled his army and prepared to march on Rome 
while the Senate made ready to defend Italy against his vengeance. 
But back in Africa, things took a disastrous turn for the Gordians. 
The governor of nearby Mauritania remained loyal to Maximinus 
and sent an army to destroy to the rebels, who could respond only 
by raising an ill-trained rabble. Gordian II died in the fighting 
outside the walls of Carthage, and his father hung himself when 
the news reached him. Still, the Senatorial revolt sparked by 
the Gordians eventually succeeded in toppling Maximinus and 
proved the Roman aristocratic class was not yet a spent force.

During the chaos of an invasion by the Alemanni and Franks, 
Postumus, serving as a governor of Germania for Gallienus, was 
declared emperor. His first act after stemming the Germanic 
attack was to seize Cologne and kill Saloninus, the son of 
Gallienus. Postumus went on to seize control of Britain, Gaul, 
Spain, and Germany. Unlike other usurpers of the chaotic age, he 
made no attempt to march on Rome and was content to reign his 
secessionist realm as a “Roman Empire of the Gauls.” The new 
state had its own Senate, legions and Praetorian guard. Effective 
at repelling both barbarian attacks and the attempts by Gallienus 
to reclaim the lost provinces, was finally killed by his own troops 
when he forbade them from plundering the city of Mainz.

The silver argenteus denomination was introduced by Diocletian 
as part of his coinage reform in AD 294. It was intended to resur- 
rect the old silver denarius, which had disappeared thanks to the 
production of increasingly base silver radiate denominations in 
the third century. It was struck to the weight of 1/96 of a Roman 
pound. Although a noble attempt to reintroduce sound money, 
the Roman populace had not seen true silver coins in nearly 50 
years and immediately began hoarding the new coins, rather than 
spending them. This resulted in another round of wild inflation 
and debasement, particularly of the bronze and billon coinage. 
Only after another 25 years, near the end of Constantine I’s reign, 
was a Stable silver coinage reestablished.

The youngest son of Constantine the Great, Flavius Julius 
Constans was born between AD 320 and 323. On Christmas Day 
in AD 333, his father proclaimed him Caesar, thus making him 
coequal with his elder brothers Constantine II and Constantius 
II. When Constantine died in May of AD 337, the three broth- 
ers executed most of their male relations and divided the Roman 
Empire among them. After the defeat and death of Constantine 
II in AD 340, Constans ended up controlling the entire Roman 
West, including Spain, Gaul, Germany and Britain. At first, he 
ruled with energy and ability, but soon Constans sank into indo- 
lence and depravity. Worse for his own security, he showed open 
contempt for the soldiery, on whom his power rested. In January 
of AD 350, a cabal of senior officers rebelled and hailed the half- 
barbarian general Magnentius as emperor. Constans attempted 
to flee toward Spain, but was overtaken and murdered by one of 
Magnentius’s agents.

While the early fifth century AD saw the West Roman frontier 
collapse under waves of barbarian invaders, the island province 
of Britain remained relatively unscathed. The Roman legions still 
stationed in Britain watched in horror as the Germanic hordes 
ravaged Germany, Gaul and Spain, while the feeble emperor 
Honorius did little more than play with his pet chickens behind 
the walls of Ravenna. Accordingly, the soldiers took matters into 
their own hands and in quick succession raised up and deposed 
two pretenders to the throne, named Gratian and Marcus, before 
finally settling on a man with a far more illustrious name, Flavius 
Claudius Constantinus, known to history as Constantine ITI, 
in the spring of AD 407. Although only a common soldier, he 
appears to have had some charisma and no little ability. Crossing 
the channel with a small army, he quickly dove into the thick 
of the crisis engulfing the Empire. He fought his way across 
Gaul against both barbarian invaders and Roman forces sent by 
Honorius to crush him, before setting up court in Arles in May of 
AD 408. Spain, too, offered him recognition. Flush with success, 
Constantine made his son Constans co-emperor and contem- 
plated invading Italy, but seems to have thought better of it. He 
wrote letters to Honorius in AD 409 explaining that he had only 
allowed himself to be acclaimed emperor in order to restore order 
in Gaul and offering a pact of mutual support. Honorius respond- 
ed favorably, sending Constantine a purple Imperial robe. But at 
the peak of his success, Constantine’s closest backer, the general 
Gerontius, revolted and made common cause with the Visigoths, 
costing him all of his hard-won territory in Spain. Early in AD 
411, Constans was captured and killed by Gerontius, who next 
besieged Constantine at Arles. An army sent by Honorius soon 
appeared on the scene and sent Gerontius packing, but instead of 
rescuing Constantine, it renewed the siege and demanded his sur- 
render, affirming Honorius’ reputation for treachery. Cornered, 
Constantine attempted to take vows for the priesthood, but the 
gesture proved futile and he was captured and executed on the 
orders of Honorius.

After deposing his former friend and ally Majorian, the Master 
of Soldiers Ricimer deliberated for three months before appoint- 
ing a shadowy character named Libius Severus to the vacant 
West Roman throne. His accession is recorded as occurring on 
November 19, AD 461. His most compelling qualifications for 
office seem to have been his lack of any real ambition and a will- 
ingness to do whatever Ricimer asked of him. Predictably, the East 
Roman emperor Leo refused to recognize Severus and regarded 
the West Roman throne as empty for the duration of the reign. 
However, Ricimer commanded enough loyal soldiers that the 
Eastern regime could do little more than take umbrage and wait 
for the apparently elderly Severus to die. The next three years were 
a dreary continuation of the decay and disintegration of previous 
decades in the West. Spain and Gaul, which were largely con- 
trolled by the Visigoths and by a Roman warlord named Aegidius, 
who refused to recognize Severus, slipped entirely beyond the 
control of the Western government. Severus’ death is listed as 
having occurred on November 15, AD 465, just shy of four years 
after his appointment, but neither his subjects nor later historians 
took much note of his reign or his passing.

Darnley was her second husband; Mary had been married 
at age 16 to the French dauphin Francis, who died when Mary was 
18 years old. Five years later she married Darnley, by whom she gave 
birth to the future king James. This ryal was minted in the same year 
Darnley passed away, and also the same year in which she married 
the Earl of Bothwell, who was also at the time suspected of being 
involved in the elimination of Darnley. The years 1567-68 were a dra- 
matic turning point in Mary’s troubled life, and signaled the end of 
her short reign as sovereign of Scotland. Upon becoming a Protestant 
with her final husband, she agreed to abdicate in favor of her own 
infant son. This was a bloody time, full of contentions about the right 
to rule, and following the Battle of Langside, little more than a family 
feud over the order of succession, Mary escaped to England in the 
year after this ryal appeared, only to be imprisoned by Elizabeth. She 
languished as a captive for nearly two decades at Sheffield Castle but 
would not wither away, and so was finally tried for treason and then 
beheaded (actually because she posed a threat to the English throne) 
on February 8, 1587, at Fotheringhay Castle. Scotland remained a 
regency under the control of Mary’s half brother, James Stewart, the 
Earl of Moray, while the real king was still just a child and therefore of 
no immediate trouble to Queen Elizabeth. Ironically, Elizabeth chose 
Mary’s only child to succeed her as next sovereign of England, but 
chose him only on her own death bed. Mary Queen of Scots’ romanc- 
es, her defiance of the English sovereign, and her stamina as a queen 
have long made her dear to the hearts of many a Scot, and a romantic 
figure among the world’s famous historical personages. It is obvious 
that this excellent coin has been carefully kept by generations of both 
admirers and collectors. Now it will pass to yet another temporary 
keeper.

One of the major rarities of the ZAR, with a reported 
mintage in proof of 40 pieces and possibly an additional 3 pieces 
long considered to have been struck as trials, or set-up pieces, for 
the proofing process. Forty-three pieces were logged in official 
mint records as having been struck, including the 40 proofs. No 
farthings intended for circulation, or commerce, were planned 
for this year; only the proofs for collectors in the 40 sets. The 3 
mystery pieces were never accounted for after the fact, and for 
decades were only rumored to exist. This specimen was reput- 
edly discovered not long ago in a 1936 Proof Set which had been 
lacquered, which had masked the real texture of this particular 
bronze coin. Once the lacquer was removed, it became evident 
that this coin does not bear the qualities of a Pretoria Mint proof. 
It looks like a business strike, but it could not be, because no such 
coins were made in 1936. It is now thought that one of the trial 
pieces was mistakenly placed in one of the 40 proof sets. That 
begs the question: whatever became of the other 3 coins? Were 
they melted, including one of the proofs? Or were they just tossed 
into a coin hopper to be placed into commercial use along with 
1935 farthings? Or were they secretly kept by someone close to, 
or employed by, the mint? We will likely never know. What we 
do know is that this coin does not have any of the qualities of a 
proof. Rather, its surfaces are mottled and show some small marks 
and even several faint scuffs. The strike is not that of a twice- 
struck proof. The rims and edge are not those of a proof. If it were 
viewed as a commercial coin, it is well made, with fine details, 
although no commercial pieces of this date, in the farthing, are 
known to exist. The consignor believes, as we do, that this was a 
trial piece, that once inspected it was seen not to have the proper 
sharpness nor the surfaces of a proof, probably because the dies 
used to make it were not sufficiently polished to create perfectly 
smooth surfaces. Perhaps another two trials were struck off that 
were finer. Nobody knows for certain, but this coin, in this lot, 
may well be the first 1936 farthing that was struck, followed by 
the other two and then the 40 proof pieces. One other possibility 
exists: that 43 Proof Sets were planned but the first 3 farthings 
were not up to snuff, so that when the sets were assembled it was 
seen that only 40 could be made in all; the other coins intended 
for the sets might then have been melted. If this is in fact the case, 
it means that only 40 1936 farthings exist in toto, 39 proofs and 
this one trial piece, which resembles a business strike, accounting 
for the “MS62” grade given to it.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 
Steve Ivy started his business in 1964, at the age of 14, advertising rare coins for sale in national publications. Six years later, at the age 
of 20, he incorporated and opened his business in a downtown Dallas high rise. In 1976 he incorporated a sister auction company. 
Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief buyer, buying and selling hundreds of millions of dollars of coins during the 
1970s and early 1980s. In 1982, James Halperin merged his company with Steve’s, and the name of the corporation was changed to 
Heritage. Steve’s primary responsibilities now include management of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the formation 
of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved in all 30 
categories Heritage deals in today. Steve engages in daily discourse with industry leaders on all aspects of the fine art and collectibles 
| business, and his views on market trends and developments are respected throughout the industry. He previously served on both the 
Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (past President), and The Industry Council for Tangible Assets (past Chairman). Steve’s keen 
appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past board positions on the Texas Historical Foundation and 
the Dallas Historical Society. Steve is an avid collector of Texas books and manuscripts and owns one of the finest collections in private hands. He is also 
a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is currently the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. Phoenix House and its affiliates, are collectively 
the largest non-profit alcohol and drug abuse treatment and prevention facility in the nation. Steve also currently sits on the Board of the National Center 
for Policy Analysis, a nonprofit, nonpartisan public policy research organization. 





James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Born in Boston in 1952, Jim formed a part-time rare stamp and coin business at age 16. The same year, he received early acceptance to 
Harvard College. But by his third semester, Jim was enjoying the coin business more than his studies, so he took a permanent leave of 
absence to pursue a full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim supervised the protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the 
numismatic business, which would help catapult his firm to the top of the industry within four years. In 1982, Jim’s business merged with 
that of his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy to form Heritage. In 1984, Jim wrote a book later re-titled “How to Grade U.S. Coins”, 
which outlined the grading standards upon which NGC and PCGS would later be based. Jim is also a well-known futurist, an active 
collector of rare comic books, comic art and early 20th-century American art (view parts of his collection www.jhalpe.com), venture 
capital investor, philanthropist (he endows a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time novelist. His first fiction 
book, The Truth Machine, was published in 1996, became an international science fiction bestseller, was optioned as a feature film by Warner Brothers, 
and is now under development at Lions Gate. Jim’s second novel, The First Immortal, was published in early 1998 and optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame 
television miniseries. All of Jim’s royalties are donated to health and education charities. 





Greg Rohan - President 
At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins and by 1971, at the age of 10, he was buying and selling coins from a dealer’s 
table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, and in 1987he joined Heritage as Executive Vice-President. 
Today, as a partner and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm’s private client group and working 
with top collectors in every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest items and most important 
collections handled by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed Trompeter Collection (the world’s largest numismatic 
purchase according to the Guinness Book of World Records). During his career, Greg has handled more than $1 billion of rare coins, 
collectibles and art. He has provided expert testimony for the United States Attorneys in San Francisco, Dallas, and Philadelphia, and 
for the Federal Trade Commission (FTC). He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections 
of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art, to name just a 
few. Greg is a past Chapter Chairman for North Texas of the Young Presidents Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored 
“The Collectors Estate Handbook,” winner of the NLG’s Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year. He previously served two terms on the 
seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas. 





Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull’s managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and MIS 
for Heritage. This included overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software migration of all inventory and sales 
systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage’s successful employee-suggestion program has generated 200 or 
more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand business, and improve employee retention.

In 1975, Scott 
again decided to pursue world coins independently, and he has been in the foreign coin business ever since. Scott is a member of the 
ANA, NI, AINA, ONS and IBNS, and has been a member of the IAPN as well, from 1979-1993. Scott has been cataloging world coins 
for Heritage World Coin Auctions since October of 2002. 
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Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auction Galleries, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctions, Inc., or 
its affiliates Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports Auctions, Inc., or 
Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing information on the 
title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”).

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.

No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal 
to the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion 
and does not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these 
Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null 
and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such

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Release:

Consumer disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas 
venue clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration 
which arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot.

The prevailing party (party that is awarded substantial and material 
relief on its claim or defense) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the 
consignors.
